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In response to the Office Action dated February 23, 2005, reconsideration and allowance 
of the subject application are respectfully requested. Claims 1-40 presently are pending in the 
application. Applicant respectfully submits that the pending claims define patentable subject 
matter. 

Claims 1, 14, 15, 17, 30 and 31 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(e) as being anticipated 
by Kim et al. (U.S. Patent No. 6,850,369; hereafter "Kim"). Claims 39 and 40 are rejected under 
35 U.S.C. § 103(a) as being unpatentable over Kim in view of Bierhuizen et al. (U.S. Patent No. 
6,839,095). Claims 2-13, 16, 18-29, and 32-38 are objected to as being dependent upon a 
rejected base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the 
limitations of the base claim and. any intervening claims.
